World War 


That year the first great world 
war began. Russia had great man- 
power. But the Czar was sur- 
rounded by corruption. The Rus- 
sians could not provide rifles for 
more than about two-thirds of 
their men. They had 61 pieces of 
artillery. The Germans had 350. 
They had some 3,000 machine 
guns ... the Germans 10,000. In 
three years the Russian army lost 
the staggering total of somewhere 
between six and eight million men 
by death, wounds or capture. By 
1917 the army was beaten and in 
a mutinous spirit. It wanted no 
more fighting. The Communists 
promised “bread, land, peace.” 


Perhaps the greatest irony of 
all is that it was the German 
Kaiser who assured a Commu- 
nist triumph. The Germans, know- 
ing Lenin might bring off a full- 
scale revolution, which would take 
Russia out of the war and allow 
them to turn all energies to 
France and England, put Lenin 
and 14 of his men in a sealed 
train car. It was sent through 
Sweden and Finland to the Rus- 
sian border. 

After Lenin reached Petrograd 

he hastened the death of the 
Kerensky government which was 
trying, with sparse Allied as- 
sistance, to carry on the war.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (UP)— 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight of Cali- 
fornia announced today he would 
run for the U. S. Senate next year, 
leaving the field virtually clear 
for Sen. William F. Knowland to 
win the state’s GOP gubernatorial 
nomination. 

Knight said after conferences 
with President Eisenhower and 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
that he bowed out of the gover- 
nor’s race in the interests of party 
harmony. He said GOP leaders 
convinced him that a Knight- 
Knowland battle would split the 
party. 

FIRST STEP? 

Knowland is quitting the Senate 
next year-to run for governor in 
what is generally regarded as the 
first step toward a bid for the 
GOP presidential nomination in 
1960. As governor he could go to 
the nominating convention with 
California’s big delegation behind 
him. 

Nixon, also a Californian and 
strong presidential possibility, 
promptly issued a statement de- 
claring his full support of Know- 
land for governor and Knight for 
senator. He said Knight's decision 
was in the “‘best interests’ of the 
GOP and California. 

Knight made no secret of the 
fact that he would have preferred 
to run for another term as gov- 
ernor. He said his decision to for- 
sake the governor’s mansion was 
*‘based on much broader consid- 
erations than my own personal 
ambition.” 

MAJOR REASON 

The “major reason,” he said, 
was that national and state GOP 
leaders “became convinced that 
a Knight-Knowland struggle for 
the guvernor’s office would split 
the party so badly that it would, 
in all probability, lead to loss of 
the state”’ to the Democrats next 
year. 

Knight said Nixon did not spe- 
cifically urge him to run for the 
Senate during a 40-minute meet- 
ing in the vice president’s office. 
But he said Nixon told him it 
would be better to avoid a party 
struggle in California.

Say Makers 


Smile Upon Shady Selling 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (#—The president of the National Auto- 
mobile Dealers Assn. today charged that auto manufacturers are 
granting new car dealerships to ‘‘fast operators” and shady sellers. 


The auto distribution industry is 
in danger of becoming a “‘racket”’ 
requiring unwelcome federal con- 
trols to police it, said Frederick 
M. Sutter of Columbus, Ind. 


Sutter’s speech was prepared 
for the annual meeting of the 
American Finance Conference 
here. Because of his illness it was 
delivered by Carl E. Fribley, for- 
mer president of NADA. 


Sutter asked the 800 finance 
company officials attending to as- 
sist NADA’s effort to “‘clean up” 
the auto sales industry. 


“Many of our finest dealers are 
disgusted and determined to get 
out,”’ Sutter said. 

“In many cases they are ‘locked 
in’ and cannot get out without ter- 
rific cost because adequate capi- 
tal is not available’ for others to 
take over their dealerships. 

The industry is afflicted, he 
said, with car bootleggers, false 
and misleading advertising, inflat- 
ed finance charges and insurance 
costs, and “‘cross-selling’’ — sales 
made by one dealer in another’s 
territory. 

Top management of the auto 
companies in Detroit, Sutter said, 


recognizes the need for correcting 
the evils. “‘What is surprising, in 
view of this apparent agreement, 
is the type of some of the new 
dealers who are being appointed,” 


Instead of choosing businessmen 
of good background and reputa- 
tion, “‘more likely a fast operator 
is appointed, evidently on the 
theory that he will get more vol- 
ume,”” the NADA president said. 


“The new dealer may get this 
added volume but he will do so 
with terrific loss of public confi- 
dence and goodwill. As you gentle- 
men know all too well, he does so 
with serious effects on substantial 
dealers in the area and on your- 
selves.

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More Shocks Due 


From the Kremlin 


While Sputnik No. II soars over- 
head, the United States and the free 
world await with worried anticipation the 
next Soviet move. The Russians have the 
initiative and are using it. 

The most recent indication of trouble 
to come, of course, was the torpedo 
launched Monday against further U.N. 
disarmament talks. Announcing it would 
boycott future debates unless all 85 U.N. 
member nations participated, the Rus- 
sians summarily rejected the 24-power 
resolution endorsing the West’s proposals 
of last spring. 

The disarmament blow stems with- 
out doubt from Moscow’s belief that it 
now has the edge in the armaments race. 
And with Khrushchev’s emergence as the 
Soviet dictator, the war of propaganda 
and nerves is bound to be intensified. The 
celebration Thursday of the anniversary 
of the Communist revolution will reveal 
more of the pattern. 


With Marshal Zhukov removed as de- 
fense minister and No. 2 man in the 
U.S.S.R., the Communist Party machine 
again emerges as the supreme power%in 
Russia. Gambler Khrushchev, as head of 
that machine, has shown his willingness 
to use any means to further Communist 
ends. 

The Kremlin-manufactured crisis in 
the Middle East, in which the Turks were 
supposed to attack Syria, was a major 
propaganda victory for Khrushchev. He 
again posed as a friend of the Arabs. 
This softening-up process as a prelude to 
a takeover looms as a growing possibility. 

Meanwhile, the United States and the 
West have an opportunity to catch up 
with the Soviet lead in missiles and rock- 
ets development if they proceed with all 
possible speed. For the present the piloted 
long-range atomic bombers are the most 
accurate weapons of destruction and the 
most effective deterrent to a Soviet war. 
In the interim before missiles become 
operative, this country and all its allies 
must pool their brains and resources to 
overcome and surpass the Soviet lead. 

There are more shocks to come. The 
folly of our policies of underestimating 
the Russians and of unilateral disarma- 
ment has been proved. Western unity, 
hard work and sacrifices are still the price 
of survival.

Judge Shaw Delivered 
An Appropriate Charge 


Judge Claude Shaw’s charge to the 
new Fulton County Grand Jury yester- 
day should serve to clear the air further 
of wild rumors concerning public officials 
and law enforcement agencies. 

His address was much in keeping with 
the findings of the September-October 
jury which reported that rumors concern- 
ing the Atlanta Police Dept. turned out to 
be repetitions of stories already investi- 
gated and stemming from the same few 
sources. No additional evidence was found. 


Judge Shaw noted that all law en- 
forcement agencies are “doing a good job” 
and that “general and wholesale charges” 
against any department usually do more 
harm than good. If there is evidence 
of any wrongdoing, then the persons 
guilty should be named, as Judge Shaw 
urged, instead of a blanket condemnation 
hung over an entire department. 


Judge Shaw also is correct in pointing 
out that the finishing touches must be 
applied to running undesirable characters 
out of Fulton County. The Metropolitan 
Lottery Squad, the drive against loiter- 
ers and other measures have been suc- 
cessful steps toward that goal. 

The charge was an excellent presen- 
tation of the need for halting ill-founded 
rumors and for continuing the mop-up of 
any lingering criminal elements in the 
community.

Extra Governing Units 
Are a Financial Drain 


Georgia’s maze of 1,120 local govern- 
ing units, many ‘of which are difficult or 
impossible to justify, is resulting in wast- 
ed tax dollars in a number of commu- 
nities. | 

The total, highest in the Southeast, in- 
cludes county ‘governments, municipal 
units, special districts and school districts. 

Although the state’s per capita av- 
erage of governmental bodies still is con- 
siderably less than the national average, 
Georgia is out of step with the other 
Southeastern states and the nation as a 
whole where the trend is toward fewer 
governments. 


The U.S. Department of Commerce 
reports that the figure in Georgia has 
been rising at the rate of approximately 
12 a year for the past 15 years. While the 
annual increase is slight, it is moving in 
the exact opposite of the direction which 


* 


should be pursued for efficiency and 
economy in government. : 


Many cities and counties are saddled 
with extra expenses caused by overlap- 
ping services. Some of the governing 
units still in existence are a throwback 
to horse and buggy days when slow trans- 
portation narrowed the scope of public 
administration to a limited area. 

Consolidation of what now is an ex- 
pensive hodgepodge of divided authority 


would be a progressive step in most areas 
of the state.

Apparently he, too, is unable to 
accept the results and is trying on his 
own. 

Lester Maddox, who also supported a 
loser in the primary, has entered the 
mayor's contest. We cannot avoid point- 
ing out that the city in this time of ex-\ 


pansion and need, with a bond issue of } 


millions to be spent, can well do without 
any disruptive campaign which violates 
the spirit of the primary and the decisions 
made in it. 

The people of Atlanta will be doing a 
very real service in assisting their city 
to remain peaceful and prosperous if they 
will turn out in large numbers on Dec.

The State Highway Department is 
justified in junking the proposed route 
for relocation of U.S. 78 in DeKalb 
County. 

Direct cause of the decision to aban- 
don plans that had been worked out was 
the Georgia Railroad’s rash act of hastily 
building a spur across the right-of-way 
selected for the highway. So great was 
the apparent rush to “get there first” that 
some of the work was done at night. 

Under such circumstances the state is 
correct in refusing to shoulder the:cost of 
constructing a bridge across the spur. 

Selection of another route will mean 
some delay in the U.S. 78 relocation proj- 
ect. The monkey wrench thrown into the 
previous set of plans also has caused the 
loss of many man-hours of work on the 
part of highway department personnel. 

But at least this should serve as a 
warning to those who for various reasons 
would jump the gun and thereby impede 
progress on the vast road-building pro- 
gram that lies ahead in Georgia. 

Acquisition of rights-of-way is a chief 
bottleneck to highway construction. Prop- 
erty owners striving for unreasonable 
profits should note, as well as any private 
interests that would hop in to build on 
a right-of-way previously chosen for a 
highway, that their applecarts can be 
upended.

OKINAWA—The first time I saw this place Vy «4 
the Marines had made their landing unop se 
and were moving inland to the great and bloody pr 
battles that were to come. The roads were dusty trails then, 


clogged 


with guns and trucks and all the sundry rumbling dusty parapher- 
nalia of war. The next time I saw it the war was five years past 
and Okinawa was settling into the doldrums of a frontier outpost. . 


The ridge where I had lived, 
taking refuge in a cave three 
times a night when the Jap 
bombers came down regular as 
trains on schedule, was covered 
by a potato patch. Old rusty 
bombs lay in piles waiting a war 
we felt would never come. 

In his shabby Quonset hut quar- 
ters near Kadena air strip, I sat 
chatting with Gen. “Hurry Up” 
Kincaid, of the U. S. Air Force, 
Gen. Kincaid was not a happy 
man. His hens, mysteriously, had 
stopped laying and he was fear- 
ful that he would miss his break- 
fast egg. He had ordered a new 
latrine built and they had hung 
the door so that it swung the 
wrong way. 

As we sat talking about these 
vicissitudes a messenger came 
with a secret dispatch for Gen. 
Kincaid. It announced the begin- 
ning of the Korean War. A few 
nights later I was helping the gen- 
eral’s bombing crews load the 
old rusty bombs into the belly of 
B-29s, taking off at dawn for 
North Korea. 

All these things crossed my 
mind as I came back once more 
to Okinawa to find myself in a

The man who has made his name synonymous 
with a tiny green sequin stopped in Atlanta recently 
with examples of his newest fall hat collection. 


He's Archie Eason and, as 
any woman aware of fashion 
can tell you, that little green 
sequin is the hallmark by which 
you recognize an Eason original. 

It’s just a little touch of 
whimsy on the part of this 
young designer, who started out 
to be a commercial artist and 
ended up as a stock clerk in a 
millinery department on his 
way to becoming a top name 
in fashion creations for milady’s 
head, 


HATS NOT WHIMSICAL 


But there is nothing whimsical 
about his hats. He’s the kind 
of designer who refuses to be a 
slave to a fashion trend. He'd 
rather see you looking your best 
than looking ridiculous just to 
be in step with the new. 

Now, don’t jump to conclu- 
sions. There’s nothing cut and 
dried about his creations, as his 
many fans can attest.

Children’s Recitals Defended 


The mailbag has been heavy and almost 
too hot to touch since some recent com- 
ments here on children’s recitals. 

Piano and dancing teachers deserted 
keyboard and leotard by the droves to 
write page upon page about the unfairness 
of the comments, how their pupils (and 
parents) simply love recitals, and how the 
child who does not like to appear in a 
recital is that way because of—you guess— 
his horrible parents. 

In addition, four mothers have been 
heard from, two for, and two against, re- 
citals. A third mother, who also is a piano 
teacher, writes in almost classic pedagogic 
jargon that a public appearance “creates 


a great incentive to work on the instru- 
ment,”” 


The child who gets upset at a recital is 
not typical, she stresses, but is neurotic, 
the neurosis is imparted by the aitti- 
of one or both parents. “This neu- 
rotice tendency,” she warns grimly, ‘‘will 
— other areas of the child’s life.” 


One writer, a lady who teaches neither 
piano nor dancing but who formerly trained 
children for speaking, spelling and dra- 
matic contests and for school music pro- 
grams, offered constructive suggestions to 
help give Susie poise and confidence at 
such trying moments: 

1. Make sure the selection is well within 
the child’s ability; better a ‘simple piece 
done skillfully than a complicated one 
botched. 

2. Start training early. Train a few 
minutes a day six days a week. 


3. The child should reach her peak a 
week or 10 days before the big day. 

The rest of the time should be spent in 
overlearning, making the thing as nearly 
automatic as possible. 


4. Look ahead, note the unfamiliar acts 
in the total situation, and rehearse them: 
If the child is to wear new clothing, let 


him practice a time or two with it on. If 
he will be applauded, applaud him. If pos- 
sible, rehearse on the actual stage’ (or 


piano) where the child will be. 

5. Have a quiet talk with the child ex- 
plaining that parents, teacher and friend 
will love him just as much if he fails, even 
though for his sake they want to see him 
succeed, 

Explain the nature of stage fright, em- 
phasizing that the most polished performers 
have suffered from it, and that most of 
them have painful memories of public 
failures. 


6. Stop all training several hours before 


the performance. Try to keep the child 
calm and thinking of other things. 


Point 6 in this sensible list brings to 


mind a little girl who on the way to her 
first piano recital kept saying how fright- 
ened she was. °

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5—A “civil 
Aeronautics Board examiner 
Tuesday recommended adding 
National Airlines to the three 
airlines now flying the Miami- 
Atlanta-Chicago route. 

Delta Airlines President C. E. 
Woolman decried the recom- 
mendation that would bring Na- 
tional flights to Atlanta for the 
first time as “unwarranted com- 
petition in markets already 
served adequately.” 

CAB examiner William Cusick 
also recommended extension of 
Capital Airlines’ route from At- 
lanta to Miami via Jacksonville, 
Tampa-St. Petersburg and West 
Palm Beach. 


He also recommended extend- 
ing Delta’s Route 54 (Miami- 
Chicago) service from Cincinnati 
to Detroit via Dayton, Columbus 
and Toledo; the addition of 
Tampa-St. Petersburg-Clearwater 
and Orlando as_ intermediate 
points on Route 54 between 
Miami and Jacksonville, and the 
extension of Route 54 from Savan- 
nah to Charleston. 

Cusick restricted National’s 
service to Atlanta to its flights 
that will be operated between 
Chicago and Miami. 

The order granting Capital a 
route between Atlanta and Miami 
forbids “‘turnaround service’’ be- 
tween the two cities. 

The new National Airlines 
route, plus the new extension of 
Capital Airlines service between 
Atlanta and Miami would give 
Atlanta service to and from the 
Florida city on four lines—Delta, 
Eastern, Capital and National. 

It also would give Atlanta com- 
peting service to and from Chi- 
cago on three lines—Delta, East- 
ern and National. 


The examiner’s recommenda- 
tions are still subject to final 
board approval after further 
hearings.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5—The surprise N.Y. Central-.: 


Pennsylvania Railroad merger proposal is one of those. + 
“tongue-in-cheek” things. 


If such a consolidation can be worked out, including the nec, 
essary government approval, it still will leave unsolved the major: 
problem of virtually all transportation businesses. 

This is the inability of the respective man- 
agements to run their business. There is no ceil- 
ing on costs, but a very real, government im- 
posed one on what the railroads and, in fact, all 


forms of public transportation can charge for 
their services. 
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Before the advent of the airplane and the 
motor trucks and buses, the railroads had a vir- 
tual monopoly. This is no longer so, yet they are 
forced to operate under rules drawn up for the 
horse and buggy era.
